Before  planting  we  apply  com- 
mercial fertilizer  at  the  rate  of  300  pounds 
per  acre.  This  gives  the  plants  a quick  start, 
and  assures  rapid  growth. 

Equipment  and  Machinery 

Consists  of  tractors,  trucks,  power  spray- 
ers, specially  designed  cultivators.  These  all 
assist  us  in  doing  our  work  quickly  and  effi- 
ciently, which  means  reduced  operating  ex- 
pense, and  makes  possible  our  very  fair  prices.

The  beautiful  white  roots  of  our  straw- 
berry plants  are  the  result  of  the  applications 
of  lime  given  our  soil.  A sour  acid  soil  will 
produce  black  rooted  plants,  of  very  poor 
vitality.  We  lime  our  soil  for  the  sake  of 
your  crop. 

Hoeing  and  Cultivating 

Our  plants  are  hoed  and  cultivated  con- 
tinuously throughout  the  growing  season. 
This  conserves  the  moisture  and  promotes 
rapid  growth  which  means  vigorous  root  sys- 
tems and  healthy  foliage. 


Spraying 

A plant  that  is  continually  attacked  by  in- 
sects or  affected  with  fungous  diseases  will 
be  small  and  weak.  That  is  why  our  sprayers 
are  going  continously.  We  prevent  disease  in 
our  fields  by  keeping  our  plants  well  sprayed 
throughout  the  growing  season.

Mulching 

As  our  plants  are  covered  with  snow  dur- 
ing the  winter  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  ap- 
ply a mulch.

This  enables 
us  to  dig  and  ship  earlier  than  would  be 
possible  otherwise,  because  the  mulch  pre- 
vents the  ground  from  freezing  in  the  spring 
when  you  want  the  plants  shipped.

Strawberries 

SOIL.  When  planning  your  berry 
field,  select  ground  that  has  been  in 
corn  or  some  other  cultivated  crop. 

Such  soil  will  be  easier  to  keep  clean 
as  previous  cultivation  will  have  de- 
stroyed many  weeds  and  insects. 

Young  clover  sod  will  prove  very  sat- 
isfactory. Any  soil  that  will  produce 
garden  truck  or  other  ordinary  farm 
crops  will  produce  profitable  crops  of 
strawberries.  A rich  sand  loam  is  pre- 
ferable to  other  soils  as  it  is  easily 
worked  and  will  retain  moisture.  How- 
ever a soil  of  this  character  is  not 
necessary,  as  strawberries  will  thrive 
and  produce  profitable  crops  in  all 
soils,  and  can  be  grown  with  success 
in  any  part  of  the  United  States.  Your 
success  or  failure  will  be  determined  by  the  qual- 
ity of  the  plants  you  set,  the  care  given  them 
after  planting,  and  the  amount  of  plant  food  given 
the  plants,  in  the  form  of  stable  manure,  or  where 
this  is  not  procurable,  commercial  fertilizers. 

DRAINAGE.  ’Many  failures  in  the  berry  busi- 
ness are  due  to  planting  on  low,  wet  soil.  If 
there  is  danger  of  water  standing  on  your  fields 
this  should  be  overcome  by  open  ditches  or  tile 
drains. 

FROSTY  LOCATIONS.  The  ideal  locations  for 
strawberry  fields  are  southern,  or  eastern  slopes, 
as  the  fruit  will  ripen  earlier.  Early  berries  al- 
ways command  top  prices.  If  there  is  danger  of 
spring  frosts  avoid  low  land,  or  locations  where 
air  circulation  is  bad. 

PREPARING  THE  SOIL.  Plow  the  field  or 
garden  late  in  the  fall  to  a depth  of  eight  inches. 
During  the  winter  apply  well  rotted  stable  moinure 
at  the  rate  of  15  or  20  tons  per  acre.  In  the 
spring  as  soon  as  conditions  will  permit  plow  the 
soil  again.  This  plowing  should  not  be  deeper 
than  5 or  6 inches  as  this  will  give  the  roots  of 
the  plants  access  to  the  manure,  which  will  as- 
sure rapid  growth.  Strawberries  require  a well 
prepared  bed,  and  the  soil  should  be  thoroughly 
pulverized  with  disk  and  harrow,  and  then  rolled 
or  floated,  this  will  retain  moisture  and  planting 
will  be  much  easier  than  if  the  soil  is  loose. 

COMMERCIAL  FERTILIZERS.  If  unable  to  ob- 
tain manure  any  good  grade  of  commercial  ferti- 
lizer will  give  excellent  results.  This  should  be 
applied  at  the  rate  of  four  or  five  hundred  pounds 
per  acre. 

CARE  OF  PLANTS  ON  ARRIVAL.  If  you  are 

not  quite  ready  to  set  the  plants  when  they  ar- 
rive, open  the  crates  or  package  and  place  them 


in  a damp  cool  cellar.  If  you  must 
keep  them  an  indefinite  length  of  time 
you  should  heel  them  in,  the  plants 
can  be  kept  for  several  weeks  by  fol- 
lowing these  instructions.  Select  a 
shady  spot  and  dig  a V-shaped  trench 
deep  enough  to  readily  receive  the 
roots  of  the  plants.  Have  the  plants 
level  with  the  surface  of  the  ground 
and  press  loose  dirt  firmly  against  the 
roots,  water  the  plants  daily  until 
ready  to  plant. 

TRIMMING  THE  PLANTS.  If  you 

buy  plants  that  are  not  properly 
cleaned,  remove  all  dead  leaves  and 
runners  before  planting.  Also  cut  off 
the  tips  of  the  roots  to  a length  of 
five  inches,  this  will  cause  them  to 
throw  out  feeders  and  they  will  make 
a quicker  and  faster  growth.  Our  plants  are  well 
cleaned  when  bunching,  this  makes  planting  easy. 

MATING  VARIETIES.  Strawberry  varieties  are 
divided  into  two  sexes — male  and  female.  The 
male  varieties  are  perfect  fiowering  and  can  be 
grown  alone.  The  female  varieties  are  imperfect 
and  must  have  a row  of  some  male  variety  planted 
every  third  row  to  pollenize  the  blossoms,  other- 
wise the  berries  will  be  small  and  knotty.  Of  the 
varieties  we  list  the  following  are  female  varieties. 
Prize,  Warfield,  Haverland  and  Sample.  These  va- 
rieties must  be  planted  with  male  varieties. 

SETTING  THE  PLANTS.  Proper  planting  is 
important.  This  can  be  done  best  by  two  persons, 
one  to  make  the  holes  and  the  other  to  set  the  j 

plants.  A common  spade  should  be  used  to  make  i 

a V-shaped  opening  in  the  soil  deep  enough  and 
wide  enough  to  readily  receive  the  roots  of  the 
plants.  Do  not  bunch  up  the  roots,  place  them 
straight  down  and  spread  them  out.  Do  not  plant 
them  too  deep  or  too  shallow.  The  crown  of 
the  plant  should  be  level  with  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  Press  the  soil  firmly  against  the  roots  ■ 
with  the  foot.  *

appear.  ' 

CULTIVATION.  Hoeing  and  cultivating  should  j 

begin  as  soon  as  the  plants  are  set  and  continue  i 
throughout  the  growing  season.  Do  not  allow 
weeds  to  grow,  and  do  not  allow  a crust  to  form  i 
over  the  soil  as  this  will  retard  growdh.  !

MULCHING.  If  your  winters  are  severe  or  it 
there  is  danger  of  alternate  freezing  and  thawing, 
you  should  cover  your  plants,  in  the  fall,  with 
straw  or  other  material.  This  should  be  left  on 
until  danger  of  freezing  is  over  in  the  spring. 


It  should  then  be  raked  be- 
tween the  rows.  This  will  also 
retain  moisture  and  assure 
bright,  clean  fruit. 

CARE  OF  PATCH  AFTER 
PICKING.  Most  of  our  custom- 
ers will  find  it  profitable  to 
fruit  the  same  bed  two  or  three 
seasons.  After  the  crop  is  har- 
vested proceed  as  follows : Mow 
the  foliage  off,  then  rake  the  leaves  off  and  burn 
them.  Narrow  the  rows  down  by  plowing  shallow, 
then  level  down  by  repeated  cultivation.  If  this  is 
done  early  many  new  plants  will  form.  Gut  all 
grass  and  weeds  out  of  the  rows  with  a hoe.  The 
everbearing  varieties  produce  their  most  profitable 
crop  the  season  they  are  planted  and  for  this  rea- 
son a new  bed  should  be  planted  every  year.

To  say  that  I was  interested  is  stating  the 
case  mildly.  I went  in,  and  calling  the  pro- 
prietor aside,  I asked  him  all  in  one  breath — 
“Where  did  you  get  them? — What’si  their 


name? — Who  grows  them? — Where  can  I find 
him?”  He  said,  “Get  what,  what  are  you  talk- 
ing about?”  I replied,  “Those  Strawberries, 
are  they  grown  here?”  “Oh  those  Strawber- 
ries, I drive  fifteen  miles  for  them  every 
morning.  My  customers  wont  buy  anything 
else.”  I finally  found  out  that  they  were 
grown  by  B.  F.  Cooper  of  Cassopolis,  Mich.

CULTURAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

Red  Raspberries 

Red  Raspberries  will  thrive  on  any  well  drained 
soil.  Prepare  same  as  for  strawberries.  For  field 
culture  they  should  be  planted  three  feet  apart  in 
rows  six  feet  apart.  Plow  and  cultivate  shallow. 
Grow  in  hills  six  strong  canes  to  a hill.  Cut  off 
all  of  the  suckers  as  fast  as  they  appear.  Gut  out 
all  dead  wood  in  the  fall  and  trim  new  wood  in 
the  spring  to  a height  of  48  inches,  leave  branches 
six  inches  long. 

Red  and  Black  Raspberries  and  Blackberries 
should  be  planted  about  six  inches  deep. 

Black  Raspberries 

Black  Raspberries  can  be  grown  everywhere 
with  success.  Prepare  soil  same  as  for  straw- 
berries. Plant  3 V2  feet  apart  in  rows  6 feet  apart. 
A good  method  is  to  plow  a furrow,  spread  the 
roots  and  cover  with  a hoe.  When  the  new  shoots 
reach  a height  of  30  inches  pinch  out  the  tip. 
This  will  cause  them  to  branch.  Gut  out  dead 
wood  in  fall;  in  the  spring  trim  the  branches, 
leaving  those  on  bottom  8 inches  long  and  taper- 
ing off  leave  the  top  branches  4 or  5 inches  long. 

Blackberries 

For  field  culture  we  recommend  planting  Black- 
hurries  4 feet  apart  in  the  rows  with  rows  6 V2 
leet  apart.  Blackberries  and  Red  Raspberries  can 
be  planted  by  using  a spade  to  make  an  opening 
six  inches  deep  and  wide  enough  to  readily  receive 
the  plant.  Do  not  have  the  root  straight  down, 
but  spread  them  in  the  opening.  After  the  shoots 
reach  a height  of  4 feet  pinch  out  the  tops.  Re- 
move dead  wood  in  the  fall  and  trim  the  bushes 
in  the  spring  same  as  Black  Raspberries. 

Grapes 

For  field  culture  Grapes  are  usually  planted  9 
feet  apart  in  rows  10  feet  apart.  Dig  a hole  a 
foot  square  and  10  inches  deep,  spread  the  roots 
so  that  some  are  running  in  each  direction,  then 
place  the  dirt  that  was  taken  from  the  surface  of 
the  ground  on  the  roots  of  the  plants.  The  spring 
following  planting  cut  off  all  but  one  strong  lateral 
and  tie  this  to  a wire  five  feet  from  the  ground. 
The  next  fall  put  on  another  wire  then  trim  to  four 
laterals  to  a hill,  two  for  each  wire. 

] When  planting  fruit  plants  be  very  careful  to  get  them  the  proper  depth,  also 

M i aiiM  pack  the  dirt  firmly  around  the  roots.  The  energy  of  any  plant  is  in  the  roots,  if 

they  are  exposed  to  sun  and  wind  they  will  be  injured.  Proper  planting  insures  your  success.
